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PURPOSES  AND  FEATURES 

This  Workbook  is  designed  to  give  further  practice  in  the 
reading  skills  and  vocabulary  developed  in  the  manual  for 
teaching  W e Are  Neighbours,  the  Second  Reader,  Level  I,  of  the 
Ginn  Basic  Readers. 

The  purposes  of  the  exercises  presented  in  the  Workbook 
overlap  those  of  the  preceding  levels  and  anticipate  the  objec- 
tives of  succeeding  levels  of  this  series.  In  addition  to  present- 
ing more  skills,  the  Workbook,  therefore,  is  a valuable  aid  in 
the  maintenance,  review,  and  reteaching  of  skills  introduced 
previously. 

The  exercises  presented  in  the  Workbook  follow  the  develop- 
ment of  skills  in  the  Manual.  Most  exercises  follow  familiar 
work  patterns.  New  patterns  are  repeated  one  or  more  times  in 
the  Workbook. 

The  Workbook  features  colourfully  illustrated  pages  which 
enhance  its  value  as  a teaching  aid.  The  exercises  are  attrac- 
tive and  the  interest  of  the  child  is  stimulated  by  their  colour. 

W ord-study  skills  are  presented  in  the  Workbook  following 
the  introduction  and  development  of  these  skills  in  the  Manual. 
A wide  variety  of  exercises  is  presented  to  review  and  practise 
skill  in  word  reeognition,  extending  word  meaning,  phonetie 
analysis,  and  structural  analysis.  These  exercises  are  a valuable 
medium  for  checking  the  mastery  of  skills  involving  phonetic 
and  structural  analysis  or  for  reteaching  them. 

The  Workbook  maintains  and  develops  the  comprehension 
skills  introduced  at  this  and  preceding  levels.  Exercises  give 
practice  in  finding  the  main  idea,  finding  details,  following 
printed  directions,  interpreting  pictures  and  sentences,  recog- 
nizing sequence,  and  classifying.  The  Workbook  further  pre- 
sents opportunities  for  the  children  to  read  creatively:  drawing 
conclusions,  forming  judgments,  and  predicting  outcomes. 

Provision  is  made  throughout  the  Workbook  for  an  increas- 
ing amount  of  written  response,  introduced  in  the  preceding 
Workbook;  however,  the  directions  for  the  teacher  at  the  side 
of  each  page  present  a choice  of  method  of  response.  Teachers 
may  determine  which  method  is  best  suited  to  the  needs  and 
abilities  of  the  participating  children. 

New  words  are  presented  or  practised  on  every  page  of  the 
Workbook.  Marginal  words  are  featured  to  indicate  the  first 
appearance  of  new  words,  following  the  introduction  of  these 
new  words  in  We  Are  Neighbours.  These  words  are  presented 
in  manuscript  writing. 

Some  exercises  in  this  Workbook  are  headed  by  directional 
sentences  for  the  children  in  order  to  aid  the  development  of 
independent  work  habits.  They  also  help  to  provide  for  indi- 
vidual differences.  Although  the  teacher  should  supervise  the 
use  of  the  Workbook  at  all  times,  this  procedure  should  mini- 
mize the  necessity  for  teacher  explanation. 

There  are  Seven  Vocabulary  Tests  to  test  recognition  of  the 
new  words  presented  in  each  unit  of  We  Are  Neighbours.  Com- 


plete directions  for  giving  the  tests  and  lists  of  words  to 
tested  will  be  found  on  pages  111  and  112  and  on  the  ins 
back  cover  of  this  Workbook. 

The  purposes  and  procedures  for  each  exercise  in  the  Wo 
book  are  stated  in  the  directions  for  the  teacher  which  are  at 
side  of  each  page.  Additional  directions  and  suggestions 
teachers  will  be  found  on  pages  111  and  112  and  on  the  ins 
back  cover  of  this  Workbook.

A sample  response 
is  given  for  each  new  type  of  exercise  that  is  introduced.  This 
may  be  sufficient  help  for  the  superior  reader  to  proceed  inde- 
pendently and  minimize  the  amount  needed  by  the  average. 
Slow  learners  ean  successfully  complete  the  exercises  with 
teacher  direction  or  as  a group  activity.  Check  the  work  in 
sm&ll  groups  or  individually  under  teacher  direction. 

New  words  are  featured  in  manuscript  writing  at  the  bottom 
of  ;he  pages.  Instruct  the  children  to  read  these  words  and 
underline  them  each  time  they  occur  on  a page.  They  may  want 
to  count  the  number  of  times  each  marginal  word  appears  and 
wri.e  the  number  under  the  word  on  the  page.  Those  who  need 
kinesthetic  practice  may  write  them  on  separate  paper. 

The  following  are  additional  suggested  aetivities; 

Page  1 • Orientation.  Enrichment.  This  exercise  en- 
ricKes  concepts  of  the  unit  theme  friendly  neighbourhood  rela- 
tiorships  and  provides  opportunity  for  conversation  about 
neighbourhood  life. 

Page  2 • Main  Idea.  Using  Context  Clues.  The  children 
ma’^  tell  the  main  idea  of  each  paragraph  and  read  the  context 
clues  aloud. 

Page  3 • Recall  of  Story  Facts.  Comprehension.  An 
ora  recall  of  the  story  facts  might  precede  the  written  recall  on 
this  page.  Ask  the  question  given  in  each  box  and  let  the  chil- 
drei  tell  that  part  of  the  story. 

Page  4 • Extension  of  Word  Meanings.  Using  Picture 
Clues.  List  the  words  may,  box,  foot,  miss,  pets,  walk  on  the 
chalkboard  and  have  the  children  give  sentences  for  their  dif- 
ferent meanings. 

page  5 • Using  Picture  Clues.  Comprehension.  The 
children  might  discuss  the  sensible  phrase  in  comparison  with 
the  incorrect  phrases.
